Applicant argues that Sundheim et al. fail to teach or suggest providing three retaining springs that are separate from one another. The 
term "separate" is defined by Webster's Collegiate Dictionary 10th Edition as "set or kept apart." Examiner notes that the retaining 
springs 54 of DE'435 are set or kept apart from each other by intervening portions of annular part 55 similar to the way in which retaining 
springs 14, 14', and 15 of the instant invention are set or kept apart from each other by inten/ening portion of the brake pad 1. Examiner 
also notes that, like elements 14, 14', and 15 of the instant invention, elements 54 of DE'435 are resilient parts that are used for 
connection purposes. Therefore, they are properly classified as retaining springs. Accordingly, the rejections of claims 19, 29, and 31 
have been maintained. 
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
